Keep the shrinkage as low as pos­ 
sible by close attention 
to leaks, 
spillage and slopping. 
Avoid milk piping as much as possi­ 
ble, since considerable milk will stick 
to pipes at the end of the run. 
Have milk vats so that they can be 
drained readily. 
Drain cans and all containers well 
after dumping the milk. 
To Save Fuel and Ice. 
j A 
Utilize exhaust steam wherever pos­ 
sible for heating the building and pro­ 
viding hot yyater for various dairy op­ 
erations. 
Avoid extra steam piping by proper 
arrangem ent of rooms, thus avoiding 
losses due to condensation of steam. 
Keep steam valves and joints well 
packed. 
Keep doors of refrigerator room 
closed. 
Do not work in refrigerator 
m ore than necessary and do not leave 
lights on. 
To Save Labor. 
Avoid use of milk pumps wherever 
possible by adopting the gravity-flow* 
system. 
E xtra labor is required for 
cleaning pumps. 
Avoid unnecessary labor by conveni­ 
ent arrangem ent of equipment and 
moms and through use of labor-saving 
devices. 
Other points which deal principally 
with mechanical topics are included in

$29 1.000.000 of federal fu nds, will be 
available, of which $28 7 ,000,000 will he 
available du ring the next three years.

A quart of milk wasted now is 


about twice the loss it was a few years 
ago, and the financial loss,, though 
groat, is even loss serious than the 
waste of this essential food. Managers 
and employees of market milk estab- 
lishments should'• t:fke every ;pi|ssil)Ie 
precaution to prevent waste. Here are 
a few suggestions along this line: 


To Prevent Milk Waste. 


Keep the.shrinkage as low as pos- 


sible by close attention to leaks, 
spillage and slopping. 


Avoid milk piping as much as possi- 


ble, since considerable milk will stick 
to pipes at the end of the run. 


Have milk vats so that they can be 


drained readily. '

NEW ROAD BUILDING PROGRAM 


Amount of Money Available for Fed- 


eral Aid Largest Ever Set Aside 


, by Any Nation. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) • 


With full state co-operation accord- 


ins to tlie terms of the federal aid 
road act, the United States will have 
a total of at least $574,000,000 for co-' 
operative road building during the next 
three years. The federal part of tiiis 
fund is assured by an extra appropria- 
tion of ?209,000,000 in the post office 
appropriation bill just passed by con- 
gress and signed by. the president. 


Officials of the bureau of public 


roads, United Stares department of ag- 
riculture, which administers the. pro- 
visions of the federal aid road act 
and co-operates with the state govern- 
ments in the expenditure of the money, 
point out that this amount of funds is 
the largest ever appropriated for simi- 
lar purposes and for a similar period 
by any government in the history of 
the world, and that It enables the fed- 
eral and state governments to carry 
out a road-building program of a mag- 
nitude never equaled. 
' In connection with the great federal- 
aid program it is also noted that ex- 
penditures for highway work in the 
United States this year are likely to 
amount to half a billion dollars, or 
more. On reports received from state 
highway departments, the bureau of 
public "roads estimates the 1!H9 ei- 
pcnditures for roads and bridges at 
!<ttS.-),000,000, or $1]0.000,000 more tluin 
tjie average expenditures for 11116 aud 
1917. 


An important effect of the law con- 


taining the new appropriation 'is that 
It broadens the definition of a rural 
post road, under which class a high- 
way bad to qualify in order to receive 
the benefits of the federal aid act. 


Under the old act it was required 


that mail should actually be carried 
on the road or that there should be a 
reasonable prospect that mail would be 
carried on it within a short time after 
improvement. The new act says: 
". . . the term 'rural post road's' . 
. . shall be construed to mean any 
public road, a major portion of which

is now used or can be used, or forms 
a connecting link not to exceed ten 
miles in length of any road or roads 
now or hereafter used, for the trans- 
portation of the United States mails, 
excluding every street and road in a 
place having a population, as shown 
by the latest available federal census, 
of 2,500 or more, except that portion 
of any such street or road along which 
the houses average more than 200 feet 
apart." 


The new act also raises the govern- 


ment limit of contribution from not to 
exceed $10,000 a mile to not exceed 
$20,000 a mile, taking account of high- 
er present costs of labor and materials. 


The law also authorizes the secre- 


tary of war to transfer to the secre- 
tary of agriculture material, equip- 
ment and supplies suitable for highway 
Improvement and not needed by the 
war department 
. 


The original federal aid road act, 


which became law In July, 1916, appro- 
priated $75,000,000 to aid in the con- 
struction of post roads during a five- 
year period ending 'June 30, 1921, and 
$l6,000,000:to aid in forest-road build- 
tag during a ten-year period ending 
June 30, 1926. Not over $3,000,000 of 
the original $85,000,000 had been ex- 
pended prior to 1919. so that $82.000,- 
000, pins $209,000,000, or a total of 
4291,000,000 of federal funds, will be 
available, of which $287,000,000 will be 
available during the next three years.
